Treasurer’s  Report 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1999  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association 
received  a total  of  $300,146  from  bequests,  dues,  homecoming  events,  fund  drives, 
donations,  interest  from  bank  accounts,  and  capital  appreciation  from  investments. 

For  that  same  period  ending  December  31,  1999,  expenses  from  the  general  operations  of 
the  Association  were  $105,948.  Therefore,  the  Association  has  a cash  increase  of 
$194,198.  For  comparative  purposes,  fiscal  1998  had  a surplus  of  $30,784. 

Fiscal  1999’s  increase  in  net  cash  flow  was  primarily  from  capital  appreciation  from 
investments.  There  were  two  awards  issued  and  no  loans  granted  over  the  year.

The  Department  of  Nursing  at  the  MGH  is  actively  working  to  identify  and  catelogue  all 
of  the  historical  materials,  antiques,  and  art  that  is  around  the  MGH.  The  goal  is  to  find 
the  nursing  related  materials  and  try  to  give  them  a home  where  people  can  see  the 
history  and  create  a space  for  nurses.  This  is  just  one  of  many  items  that  are  being 
explored  by  the  department  to  offer  more  to  nurses  at  the  MGH.  Another  area  being 
explored  is  the  creation  of  a nursing  conference  space  that  would  enable  all  continuing 
education  and  training  for  those  working  in  the  department  to  be  done  in  one  area.  We 
will  get  more  information  to  you  as  we  have  it. 


We  have  had  an  interesting  and  exciting  letter  from  Gregg  Barr,  an 
Australian  RN  and  nurse  historian.  Gregg  has  spent  the  last  20  years 
collecting,  preserving  cataloguing  and  storing  Australian  nursing 
memorabilia  to  promote  the  life  and  work  of  nurses  there,  to  ensure  they  are 
seen  for  their  worth  in  a social  contact.  In  doing  this,  Gregg  has  found 
that,  because  nurses  are  a mobile  group  of  people,  as  their  work  can  take 
them  to  many  countries.  This  has  turned  into  a world-wide  project.  Including 
the  donation  of  items  from  many  North  American  Schools  of  Nursing. 
Gregg  has  found  he  now  has  a large  archival  repository  with  some  2200  plus 
nursing  pins,  many  hundred  Diploma's,  photo's,  capes  and  other  memorabilia, 
that  requires  much  work  to  ensure  these  items  are  housed  correctly,  and 
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listed  to  ensure  the  nurse  & or  their  donors  memory  are  perpetuated  in  the 
form  of  a catalogue,  for  future  storage,  display  purposes  and  archival 
usage. 

Each  item  donated  represents  the  life  and  work  of  that  nurse,  who  may  have 
lived  throughout  the  world  Gregg  has  contacted  Linda  Lass-Schuhmacher,  who  very 
much  supports  this  wonderful  cause  and  we  have  advised  Gregg  we  intend  to  see  our 
alumnae  promoted  too.  In  saying  this  we  urge  members  to  think  about  donating  items 
they  may  no  longer  want  or  need,  such  as  nursing  pins,  diplomas,  caps,  etc  from 
others  schools  of  nursing.  Also  we  suggest  you  tell  your  friends  of  this  project  who 
may  also  have  material. 

The  major  culmination  of  this  work  will  be  the  book  by  Gregg 

titled  "Pins  of  Madernity"  A comprehensive  catalogue  of  World  Wide  Nursing 
pins  as  a symbol  of  Unity.  If  you  can  assist  Gregg  in  this  venture  we  urge  you  to  write

Second  Annual  Nursing  Clinical  Update  Conference 
March  30,  2001

In  a letter  from  President  Ann  Caldwell: 

I write  to  share  with  you  our  progress  in  planning  for  the  Institute’s  future.  And  we  have 
exciting  news  indeed!  On  September  18,  the  institute  became  the  proud  owner  of 
Building  36  in  the  Charlestown  navy  Yard.  All  of  us  - faculty,  students  and  staff  - are 
looking  forward  to  occupying  what  will  be  the  first  permanent  home  for  the  Institute. 

When  renovated,  this  handsome  structure  will  house  the  entire  Institute,  classrooms, 
faculty  and  administrative  offices,  clinical  teaching  labs,  and  student  support  services. 
We  were  very  fortunate,  with  the  assistance  of  partners  Real  Estate  and  Partners  finance, 
to  find  a facility  that  meets  the  Institute’s  current  space  needs,  offers  room  for  future 
growth,  and  provides  a campus-like  environment. 

Although  the  building  is  sound  and  was  renovated  in  the  1980’s,  it  requires  renovation  to 
provide  state-of-the-art  classrooms  and  clinical  teaching  facilities.  Construction  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  the  summer  of  2001,  with  completion  early  in  2002.  Total  cost  of 
the  project,  including  purchase  and  renovations,  is  just  under  $20  million,  to  be  supported 
with  tax-exempt  financing  and  philanthropy. 

As  you  can  imagine,  we  have  begun  our  2C'  academic  year  with  high  enthusiasm  - which 
makes  the  overcrowding  at  101  Merrimac  somewhat  bearable.  Both  the  Graduate 
Programs  in  Nursing  and  in  communication  Sciences  and  Disorders  welcomed  their 
largest  entering  classes.  The  Graduate  Program  in  clinical  Investigation  is  offering  two 
introductory  courses  online,  the  first  of  many  distance  learning  options  the  Institute  plans 
over  the  next  five  years.  The  Professional  Program  in  Physical  Therapy,  recognized 
recently  among  the  top  ten  graduate  programs  in  the  country  by  US  News  & World 
Report,  is  preparing  to  offer  a new  entry-level  degree,  the  doctor  of  Physical  therapy,  in 
2001. 

In  September,  the  Institute  received  its  ten-year  reaccreditation  from  the  New  England 
Association  of  School  and  Colleges  with  high  praise  for  the  collegiality  and  quality  of  our 
academic  enterprise  and  for  the  distinctive  niche  the  Institute  occupies  in  the  education  of 
health  professionals. 

As  always,  I welcome  your  support  and  input  during  these  exciting  times  for  the  Institute.

The  purpose  of  the  fund 
is  to  provide  loans  to  fully  privileged  members  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
Nurses  Alumnae  Association,  Inc.  to  aid  them  to  further  education  in  the  field  of  nursing.

A sum  not  to  exceed  $8,000  may  be  borrowed  per  lifetime.

1 . The  personal  signature  of  the  applicant  is  the  only  guarantee  required. 

2.  Repayments  are  made  on  a monthly  installment  plan,  payments  being  due  on  the 
10^  of  each  month,  commencing  three  (3)  months  after  completion  of  the 
program. 

3.  The  amount  of  each  payment  is  to  be  decided  by  the  Committee  in  consultation 
with  the  applicant  at  the  time  the  loan  is  made.
